With un- 
usual speed and some measure of re- 

lief they get ready the boat and nets. 

As dusk falls they are anchored half- 
way across the lake. 


Through the long night they use 
every known device to net the fish. 
As the hours slowly wear away it be- 
comes clear that this is not their 
night. Something is keeping the fish 
far away from their nets. If they had 
said “Someone,” how right they 
would have been. 

That Someone was, even now, pre- 
paring to reveal to His despondent 
disciples His power and glory — and 
in a new way. They needed to learn 
that, although the bodily form they 
had grown so accustomed to could 
not always be visible by their side, 
His presence would truly be with 
them at all times. They had gone 
back to their old job without consult- 
ing Him and they must be taught that 
such action means “night” and “no- 
thing.” (John 21.3). 

At early dawn, in the misty twi- 
light, there stands on the shore one 
whom they fail to recognize. A voice 
calls to them across the water asking 
if they have caught anything. 

“No.” The answer is revealing, 
even if it lacks eloquence. 

He, who during the long night has 
kept the fishes from contact with 
_ their nets, now withdraws His orders 
and commands them to enter. But, 
- since more would break the net, He 
limits the number to one hundred 
__and fifty three. This enumeration was 
- necessary as, doubtless, every fish in 
' the lake would, otherwise, have felt 
an obligation to obey its Creator. At 
the same time Jesus shouts to the 
fishermen: “Cast the net on the right 
side of the ship and ye shall find.”

The miracle causes John to confide 
to Peter: “It is the Lord.” 

The early morning has brought the 
men an unforgetable lesson from 
their risen Master: self-chosen activity 
in God’s work will bring disappoint- 
ment and unfruitfulness; only Christ- 
directed service will be eternally 
fruitful. Are we content just to ask 
God’s blessing on our own ambitious 
programs, competitive plans and rigid 
organization instead of waiting to 
learn His way? These often appear 
less imposing than our own grandiose 
schemes but they are far more effec- 
tive. 

The risen Christ is Lord of our ser- 
vice. 

Samuel Medley’s satisfying hymn 
is to the point: 

I know that my Redeemer lives, 

What joy the blest assurance 
gives. 

He lives, He lives, who once was 
dead; 

He lives, my everlasting Head. 

Pulling their full, but unbreaking 
net to land, the disciples are ready 
for their next lesson concerning the 


Lordship of Jesus. Cold from their 
long hours on the lake, the Lord has 
a charcoal fire glowing red, to cheer 
them. The fragrance of that charcoal 
was enough to remind at least one 
of them of a certain recent night in 
the palace of the High Priest in Jer- 
usalem. 

They come in hungry, but He has 
a meal waiting for them. Irritable, 
because of the mistake they have 
made, He comforts them by just be- 
ing there and allows them the satis- 
faction of a good haul of “great fish- 
es,” extra large ones. What a gracious 
and understanding Master we have. 

“Come and get breakfast.” He calls 
briskly. There is no remonstrance or 
grief expressed. He will restore their 
spirits first and give them something 
to eat. 

Their hearty chatter, which is only 
a cover-up, stops dramatically. Seven 
pairs of eyes are upon the Master's 
hands as He takes bread and offers 
each man one small loaf and a fish. 
The hands — the bread. The men are 
back in the Upper Room. The hands

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—the wound marks visible — Calvary 

— the Cross — the tomb, and now 

the glory of His presence: a wonder- 

ful sequence. He supplies their needs, 

He understands their thoughts. He 

will be with them always. He is ris- 

en, not only to direct them but to 

care for them. Of our supplies, He 
is the Lord. 

He lives to bless me with His 
love; 

He lives, to plead for me above; 

He lives, my hungry soul to feed; 

He lives, to help in time of need. 

In the afterglow of a divinely- 
provided meal and a new sense of 
fellowship, the Master turns to the 
group leader. Calling him by his old, 
original name, the Master with the 
consummate skill of the soul-physician 
that He is, gently probes a sore spot. 

“Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me more than these?” (That penitent 
has not forgotten his boastful words: 
“Although all shall be offended, yet 
will not I.”) 

“Yea, Lord; Thou knowest that I 
love Thee.” (You know that I am 
your friend.” ) 

For the second time Jesus asked 
him: “Do you love Me?” 

“Yes Lord, returned Peter, “You 
know that I am your friend.” 

Then, with exquisite tenderness, 
Jesus spoke to him and said: “Simon, 
- - - are you my friend?” 

This last, finely graduated and 
deeply searching question hurt Peter, 
as it probed to his heart, but it swept 
away the blocking failure and allow- 
ed the love of God again to surge in. 

Three denials and three affirma- 
tions were combined with a new 
threefold commission: “Feed my 
lambs.” “Feed my sheep.” 

Let us remember, in the glory and 
excitement of the Resurrection, Jesus 
is Lord of our love. 

He lives, all glory to His name; 

He lives, my Saviour, still the 
same; 

What joy the blest assurance 
gives, 

I know that my Redeemer lives. 

Christ has one further lesson for 
His class of boys. It is necessary for 
Him to show them that the duration 
of their stay on earth will be decid- 
ed by Him. “When you were young” 


He said to Peter, “you used to dress 
yourself and go where you liked, but 
when you are an old man, you are 
going to stretch out your hands and 
someone else will dress you and take 
you where you do not want to go.” 


This, while disturbing Peter at the 
moment, must have helped him. A 
few years later, he was in jail. The 
general impression was that Herod 
would have him beheaded at Easter. 
But, as Peter lay in prison on that 
Easter eve, he was able to sleep, 
realizing that Christ had said he 
would live to be an old man: so he 
knew this was not the end. 


However, after this rather startling 
disclosure, Peter felt, evidently, that 
Christ was giving too much attention 
to him and it would be interesting to 
know about the future demise of 
some of the others. Observing John, 
close at hand, he said to Jesus: “Lord, 
and what shall this man do?” 


“If it is My wish” returned Jesus, 
“for him to stay until I come, is that 
your business, Peter? You must fol- 
low Me.” 

So, there is the full lesson: the time 
and method of a disciple’s departure 
is in the hands of the Lord. If it be 
death, by natural causes or through 
martyrdom, it can “glorify God.” If 
it be by translation at the coming of 
Christ, that also is a matter for the 
will of God. Whatever may be the 
difference in the time or the method, 
the destination will be the same: “to 
be with Christ, which is far better.” 
The risen Christ is Lord of our de- 
parture. 

He lives, and grants me daily 
breath; 

He lives, and I shall conquer 
death; : 
He lives, my mansion to prepare; 
He lives, to lead me safely there. 

The unshakable determination of 
God to make Christ Lord of all is 
demonstrated by His glorious resur- 
rection from the dead. He lives to di- 
rect our service: let us do what He 
says. 

He lives to receive our love: may 
we love Him with heart, soul, mind 
and strength. 


He lives to receive us into the 
everlasting habitations: may we fol- 
low Him until the call comes.

The opening meeting was a C.A.

Addressing a standing room only 


crowd, convention speaker Thomas — 
F. Zimmerman brought his message —

The convention was officially open- : 


ed the next morning at the Civic 
Auditorium. The morning and _after- 
noon services were designated for 
W.M.C. activity. Under the direction 
of Mrs. Goldia Anderson, the annual 
devotional was conducted in the 
morning with Mrs. Floyd Wood- 
worth’s message bringing a challenge 
to the crowd of more than 1000 
women.

GOD!” These words are from 

the great hymn written by 
Martin Luther which became known 
as the National Hymn of the Refor- 
mation. Luther penned these words 
during a very stormy period in his 
life and in the life of the Church of 
Jesus Christ. Known as the father of 
congregational singing, he gave vent 
to his innermost security when he ex- 
pressed himself and his faith — “A 
Mighty Fortress is Our God; a bul- 
wark never failing!; Our Helper — 
amid the flood of mortal ills prevail- 
ing!” 

It is for “such a time as this” that 
our Convention Committee has chos- 
en for our Convention Theme, “A 
MIGHTY FORTRESS IS OUR 
GOD.” We are all fully cognizant of 
the storm of mental, physical and 
spiritual ills which is blowing over 
the entire world leaving its mark in 
the distress of nations, personal in- 
securities and frustrations of the bulk 
of the world populace. We might ask 
how is the Church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ weathering this storm? 

Herein lies the challenge, the re- 
sponsibility and the duty of every 
born-again child of God! Our Mission 
—to present a Mighty God, a Loving 
God, a Saving God; a God, who 
through His only begotten Son, the 
Lord Jesus Christ has provided a bul- 
wark, a fortress and a strong tower 
for the safety of all who will believe 
in Him. The MIGHTY GOD, who has 
not promised that His child shall es- 
cape all of the ills and troubles of the 
world about him but the One Who 
is able to save, mighty to deliver and 
Who will eventually bring us before 
the Throne on that Great Day, vic- 
torious over all the assaults of the 
wicked one, Satan himself. 

Assembled before me today is a 
multitude of believers who are re- 
presentative of all those who bear the 
name of Christ as Saviour.

Our message goes out 
and beyond all human ability which 
may be exercised by the combination 
of the world’s greatest intellects; our 
message reaches out and embraces 
the Divine Hand of a Living God who 
brings HOPE for the Poor, Healing 
for the Broken-hearted, Deliverance 
and Freedom to the Captives, the Re- 
covering of Sight to the Blind and sets 
at Liberty those which are Bound! 

It is possible for us to isolate our- 
selves on an island of despair if we 
confine our thinking to and fix our 
gaze upon the problems, burdens and 
distresses which afflict men and wo- 
men all about us. When we consider 
the multiplicity of problems, heart- 
aches, disappointments and troubles 
which come to the District Office for 
consideration over a period of weeks, 
we may be tempted to feel that Faith 
is dead and God is no longer on the 
Throne. But, THANK GOD, this is 
not true! We know that there is still

A bond of comradeship has develop- 
ed as we have shared the burdens and re- 
sponsibilities of the committee work placed 
upon us. 

I would like to here express my appre- 
ciation to the fine men of God who have 
labored so faithfully on the District Pres- 
bytery. At each of our meetings, we have 
felt the Divine Hand of God upon us as 
we have blended our hearts and minds to- 
gether to do the work before us. The men 
of the Presbytery have done an outstanding 
service to the entire District not only in 
the combined work of the Presbytery but 
also in the individual Sections which they 
have served. The good fellowship among 
the Presbyters is most commendable.

Wherever I go I hear only good 
reports about the layout and contents of 
this, our official District organ. The one 
complaint I have heard is that the paper 
is often late in publication. Just a word of 
explanation is in order here. Due to the 
fact that our local printer has been giving 
us a monthly rate far below the going rate 
quoted by other printers for such a publica- 
tion, we have often been shuttled off the 
main track in deference to more lucrative 
jobs for the printer. Since we are receiving 
the ‘cut rate’ price, we have not been in a 
position to make strenous demands even 
tho we have tried. If we were financially 
able to pay the market price for our work, 
we could make our demands and be assur- 
ed of mose prompt service. A recent promise 
from this good printer, however, encour- 
ages us to believe that conditions will im- 
prove. We shall see. 


I would be amiss if I failed to express 
my gratitude to God for giving us Dr. C. C. 
Burnett to fill the vacancy by the resigna- 
tion of our dearly beloved Brother L. R. 
Keys as President of Bethany Bible College. 
The report you will hear from him on 
Thursday morning during our BBC Cor- 
poration meeting will be of much interest 
to each of you and will reveal good prog- 
ress at Bethany. 


As all of you can fully appreciate, we 
District Officers would be completely in- 
capable of performing our duties if it were 
not for the very fine office employees who 
assist us in the various clerical, secretarial 
and bookkeeping jobs of the office. We are 
grateful for our staff, for their loyalty to 
God and to their duties. We sincerely be- 
lieve this is a ministry and is acceptable 
as such in the eyes of the Lord.

Ricival f Colombia 


by LETICIA TOLOSA

This is the testimony of Leticia 
Tolosa, second year student at Beth- 
any Bible College, from Colombia 
South America. Miss Tolosa assisted 
in the recent evangelistic campaign 
of Eugenio Jimenez in Bogota. She 
returned from Colombia with pictures 
and this thrilling report. 


been privileged to witness 

firsthand, a mighty moving of 
God in my homeland. This has 
brought a harvest of souls to Colom- 
bia after eleven years of bitter suffer- 
ing and persecution. 

The Lord began to prepare my 
heart for His outpouring when, in 
1955, I attended one of the first ser- 
vices conducted by our Assemblies 
of God missionaries, Harry and Mar- 
tha Bartel, in Bogota, the capital of 
Colombia. As the Lord moved I came 
to understand that He was unfolding 
a plan for my life and before long I 
felt called to dedicate myself for mis- 
sionary service. This was especially 
difficult because I knew it would 
mean living a life of faith, trusting the 
Lord to supply my needs from day 
to day. How impossible! I had al- 
ways worked to support myself and 
was reluctant to leave my job in a 
comfortably furnished office with the 
security it gave in order to labor in 
missionary work without having as- 
surance of regular support. I tried to 
believe that I could be of greatest 
service to the Lord by giving my of- 
ferings to support His work. But still 
God’s call persisted until in 1958, 
when the Lord opened the doors for 
me to come to the United States to 
attend Bethany Bible College. I knew 
that I would have to choose between 


DD‘ the last few months I have 


my plans to accept a better paying 
job in the neighboring country of 
Venezuela and the call to prepare my- 
self at Bethany. 

The way in which the Lord pro- 
vided for my fare proved the miracle 
of His power to supply my needs and 
the certainty of His calling. One 
month later I found myself in the 
United States, convinced of His lead- 
ing, but without knowing anyone and 
without any money or knowledge of 
the language. However, from the time 
of my arrival the Lord began to ful- 
fill His promises, and soon I had 
found new friends, had my needs sup- 
plied and the Lord has enabled me 
to learn English well enough to at- 
tend school. This was but the begin- 
ning of many demonstrations of His 
power. 

The reward of many years of labor 
and intercession began to be realized 
in Colombia in August of 1959 when 
word came that meetings conducted 
by two Puerto Rican brothers from 
New York City had been blessed by 
God. In October the Lord led some- 
one to supply my passage to return 
to Colombia to take part in a cam- 
paign planned for Bogota, the first 
time that the gospel had been pub- 
licly preached in this manner in the 
nation’s history. In the meetings 
which lasted from October 26 to No- 
vember 26 the Lord revealed His 
power to save. Upwards of 7,000 ex- 
pressed their hunger for salvation. At 
the peak of the campaign an estimat- 
ed 10,000 packed into the seatless ex- 
position building. They stood from 
four to five hours to hear the gospel 
preached and to watch prayer for the 
sick. As we saw the hunger of peo- 
ple of all ages and descriptions we 


did our best to counsel and direct 


them, but the workers were too few 


and the time too short. When an- 
nouncement was made that the cam- 
paign must close due to the inability 
of the missionaries to bare the entire 
financial load, letters containing of- 
ferings which obviously the people 
could not afford to give, flooded our 
office asking that the meetings con- 
tinue. I can hardly believe that this 
took place in Colombia, for there be- 
lievers have long been persecuted 
and denied freedom of worship. Since 
1948 there have been at least 124 
martyrs for the cause of the gospel; 
88 churches have been burned and 
15,600 believers have been driven 
from their homes or jailed because of 
their consecration to Christ. 

I thank the Lord for His faithful- 
ness to me and for the opportunity 
He gave me to assist in the harvest 
of souls in Colombia. The work con- 
tinues under the direction of national 
workers and our missionaries. Please 
pray with us that God will give them 
courage and protection in order that 
the gospel in Colombia may continue 
to spread.

The Fellowship of 
Giving 
by Bill Austin 


CENTRAL VALLEY 


The Bible does not represent Chris- 
tian giving and the receiving or of- 
ferings as some sort of devilish inven- 
tion to intrude upon spiritual mat- 
ters and “grieve the Spirit.” Nor is 
it represented as simply a necessary 
evil, but rather as a fellowship be- 
tween God and the giver. In Phil. 
4:15 Paul says, “No church had fel- 
lowship with me in the matter of giv- 
ing and receiving, but ye only;” 
py), As Maclaren:-says, “It . ... 
beautifully suggests that as they had 
done to him (Paul) so God would do 
to them, and that their liberality was 
in a fashion a prophecy, because it 
was in some measure an imitation, of 
God’s liberality.” 

The time is now at hand for a drive 
to be made for Speed-the-Light. And 
sometimes there is an_ inclination 
- among some to resent and criticize 
the drives that are made in the ser- 
vices for money. But surely we are 
all aware that this is the specific pur- 
pose of these rallies. Nobody is com- 
ing up on our blind side. How many 
will be honest, along with me, and 
confess that the shriveling sensation 
that assails our souls when the money 
question is pushed too hard is moti- 
_ vated, not by the Holy Spirit, but by 
our own carnal selfishness. 

It is not true that we must make 
a choice between a deeply spiritual 
service in which we listen with burn- 
ing hearts to a message regarding the 


pitiful plight of the heathen. And 
then after an offering purposely 
kept incidental so as not to grieve 
the Spirit (and distract our minds) 
we gather around the altar to bask 
in the sunshine of Divine blessing. 
Then we go home with full hearts 
and purses. Or, sad alternative, we 
hear this message. And then when we 
are all psychologically prepared to 
rush to the altar and shed a few tears 
over the heathen, somebody gets 
very mercenary minded, misses the 
leading of the Spirit, and makes a 
drive for money. And if anybody 
should tell me that I have missed the 
point; that the objection is not to giv- 
ing but to the methods employed, my 
answer is that the cure is to be found, 
not in a change of the order of ser- 
vice, but in a change of our own per- 
sonal attitude. Let us look at it not 
as a matter of having been put on 
the spot, or as having been forced 
into competition with some other 
church, (I feel it is our own fault if 
that happens) but rather in the light 
of God’s Word as a blessed “fellow- 
ship of (our) giving and (the mis- 
sionaries’) receiving.” Then we can 
lift hearts and hands in a glad fellow- 
ship with God, imbibing the spirit of 
His unbounded liberality every time 
a pledge is made. And when the time 
comes to pray we will find that the 
fellowship of giving will very beau- 
tifully and consistently be led on by
